' The Difticulty is, who ſhall firſt ſet it 


on foot, without the Envy and conſequent 
Contradiction of others? None ſurely can 
ſo properly undertake this Buſineſs as our 
preſent Archbiſhop, who is ſo generally 
and deſervedly eſteemed; and who, by 
being inveſted with the higheſt Dignity in 
our Church, and preſiding as Metropolitan, 
is by his Office obliged to protect and fa- 


vour any e for the Good of Re- 
ligion. 


To his Pinion thedaſore, I humbly 
commit this following Eflay towards a Re- 
formation, to be by him preſented to his 
Majeſty, who is always attentive to the 
Happinefs of his Subjects. 


His Mazeſty by the general Voice of his 
People, has juſtly gained that glorious 
Title, (that was ſo pleaſing to the Emperor 
Ae of the Father of his Country: 
And

And if his Majeſty's Endeavours ſhould: be 
ſo bleſſed as to bring about this great and 
neceſſary Work of Reformation; he would 
then by the joint Suffrages of all his true 


| Proteſtant Subjects, and of the reformed 


Churches abroad, be inveſted with the 
more glorious Title of Defender of the 
Chriſtian Faith : For as to his former Title 
of Defender of the Faith, I can by no 
Means approve of the Donor of it, nor of 
the Deſign of conferring it. It was given 


by a Pope, as a Reward for oppoſing the 


Reformation. Now we both condemn the 
pretended Authority of the Giver, and the 
End for which it was given: The Faith 


which the Pope meant, was without doubt 


the Faith of the Church of Rome, in Op- 
poſition to the Reformed : Inſtead of which 


I hope to ſee his Majeſty honoured with 


the Title of Defender of the Chriſtian 


Faith, as a Reward, not for oppoſing the 


Reformation ; but for the perfeQing and 
finiſhing of it. % | | 


; The Time we now live in ſeems very 
proper for dringing this about: Mens 
Minds now are calmed and worm to 
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liſten to the Voice of Reaſon': : The ſad 
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Diſtinctions of High and Low. Church are 
laid aſide: Thoſe of the eſtabliſhed Church 
ſhew more Kindneſs and Condeſcenſion to 
the Diſſenters than they formerly did; and 


the Diſſenters are more moderate in their 


Reflections upon the Church: So that there 
ſeems to be ſuch a happy Temper amongſt 
us, ſo well inclined to give Ear to Truth 
and Reaſon, as by God's Grace may re- 
unite the Generality of our Diſſenters. 


For firſt as to the Preſbyterians, their 
Quarrel with the Church of England, is 
not now ſo,much againſt the Form of Go- 
vernment by Biſhops, as againſt our Form 
of Prayer, Sc. in which they obſerve 
many Defects, which by this Reformation 
may be taken away. As for the Ana- 
baptiſts, they may continue their Opinion 
againſt Infant Baptiſm, and yet conform to 
the Church, in which Proviſion is made 
for the baptizing of Perſons grown. to 
Years of Diſcretion, by Immerſion, accor- 
ding to their Practice. 


And then as to the W en ns 
is Reaſon to believe, that if our Common 
Prayer and Offices of the Church were but 


reformed, they would then readily con- 
| * form

form and diſpenſes with our Government 
of the Church. Since it. is hardly to be 
ſuppoſed, that any ſober, judicious, im- 
partial Man, would diſſent from an eſta- 
þliſhed Church, merely on Account of its 
Government by Biſhops, if there was no- 
* more difficult to be os to. f 


The Reaſons FI this W I have 
given in a ſeparate Diſcourſe ; though I 
have paſſed by ſame Things 1 in Silence, leſt 
being too particular in my Reflections, 1 
ſhould give Offene. 1 


As to hs. Method to be made Uſe of 
in bringing about this great Work: Who 
can be ſo properly employed by his Ma- 
jeſty in ſo ſacred a Buſineſs, as the preſent 
Bench of Biſhops alone; who by his Com- 
miſſion may be empowered ta make ſuch 
Alterations and Amendments in the Li- 
turgy and Offices thereto belonging, as to 
them ſhall ſeem good and convenient; that 
thus fitted and prepared it may have the 
Approbation of the Convocation, and the 
Sanction of the Parliament. 


What I have here offered may be of 
fome Ute, as 1t 15 neceſſary that a general

COMMON-PRAYER. 


. HOEVER imparially aud with- 
| h out Prejudice, conſiders the Form 
: of our Common Prayer, and Of- 


fices thereto belonging, muſt ne- 
ceſſarily allow, that there are many Things in 
them, which really ought to be amended. They 
have undergone many Alterations ſince the Re- 
formation, and were deligned to be reformed 
ſtill more in the Reign of his late Majeſty King 

William : But thro” the Iniquity of Party and 
Faction, the good Deſign miſcarried; and the 
Completion of it is now reſerved as a Blefling 
upon the Reign of his preſent Majeſty. 

To begin then, with the Faults that are to be 
found in our Common-Prayer : It may juſtly 
be ſaid in general to be too long, tedious, and 
full of Repetitions. This is evidently contrary 
to our Saviour's Admonition in Point of Prayer, 
and is a manifeſt Hindrance to our Worſhip- 
ping of God in Spirit oh ought, For it * 
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be allowed that Prayer is properly the Buſineſs 


and Labour of the Soul; and that if our Minds 
are abſent in Prayer, or we ſuffer them to be 
carried away to the Thoughts of other Things, 
it then ceaſes to be Praying, Now as we are 
but too ſenſible of the Imperfection of our Na- 
ture, and of the frequent Wandrings and Di- 


ſtractions of our Thoughts in Prayer; we 
ought every way to guard againft it, as much 


as poſſible. But when Prayers are unneceſſarily 
lengthened or repeated, the Attention ſo highly 


_ neceſſary to be obſerved, is eaſily diverted, and 


the Mind naturally wanders. 

To inſtance in the Lord's Prayer: It certainly 
ought always to be.made uſe of, and to be the 
Pattern of our Prayers; but no [Reaſon can be 


given, why it ſhould be repeated ſeven Times, 


as very frequently happens in the Morning Ser- 
vice. The King alſo is prayed for three or four 
Times; and ſo in many Things the Prayers are 
repeated ; as if we ſhould be heard the better for 


our much ſpeaking. 


It may be ſaid indeed, that theſe Repetitions 


are in different Offices : But then as theſe Offices 


are all made uſe of at the ſame Time, the Ob- 
jection ſtill remains in its full Force; ſo that 
whatever Beauties elſe we may juſtly allow in 
the Compoſition, we cannot help condemning 
theſe needleſs Repetitions, and unneceſſary 
lengthening of the Service, as an irrational Prac- 
tice. | 

I forbear to add. more in general, and now 
paſs on to give my Reaſons in particular, for the 


| Alterations J have made, as they lay in Order, 


In the firſt Place, I have inferted a Prayer to 
be ſaid on our firſt Entrance into Church. To 


this no Objection can be made: Nor to the 


taking 
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taking away ſome of the Sentences before the 
Exhortation; the moſt proper being retained, 


The Alteration in the Exhortation is of no 


great Importance : But as it is now, it is more 
conciſe, and equally expreſſive. 

I have taken away one Sentence in the Con- 
feſſion, viz, And there is no Health in us. To 
which this Objection may be made, that it is 
confeſſing too much. We cannot but be ſenſible 
of our own Wiekednels, and Depravity ; but 
there's no Occaſion to ſay, we are worle than 
we really are. To ſay, there is no Health in us, is 
el, to ſay, that there is no Good or Virtue 
in us: This, | hope, cannot be truly and pro- 
perly ſaid. It is poſlible ſome very vile Sinners 
may truly ſay, they have no Health, no ſpiritual 
Soundneſs, no Virtue, or Piety belonging to 
them. But I hope this is the Caſe of very few 
Chriſtians. However, as there is no Neceſſity 
to inſert this, it is better to leave it out, as it is 
juſtly liable to Objection. | 5 
he firſt material Alteration to be taken No- 
tice of, is in the reading of the Pſalms. 


It is ſurpriſing how the common Way of 


reading the Pſalms came in Uſe. We do not 
find, that even the Jeus ever made uſe of them 
in that Manner, but only ſelected ſome few, as 
they thought proper : and yet without doubt, 

they are more applicable to them than to us, as 
frequently referring to the State of that People. 

In the Primitive Church likewiſe only a few of 
them were ſelected. The Pſalm for the, daily 
Morning Service was the 63d, © O God, thou 
art my God, early will I ſeck thee, and another 
ſelect Pialm or Hymn was uſed after the read- 
ing of the Leſſons. The Evening Pſalm was 
the 141ſt, Lord, I call upon thee, haſte thee unto 
2 me, 


me, and conſider my Voice when I cry unto thee. 
Afterwards the 3 1ſt and goth Pſalms were added 

to the Morning Service; and at the Concluſion of 
their Vigils, the 148th, 149th, and 150th Pſalms 
were read; different Churches made different 

Changes, till at laſt they all came to be made 

uſe of in courſe. 3 

But not to appeal to antient or univerſal Prac- 

tice, (which is not blindly to be followed) let us 

conſider the Reaſonableneſs of the Thing itſelf. 

Before the Pſalms, we are exhorted to praiſe 

God, Praiſe ye ihe Lord; and after that, in- 

ſtead of Pſalms of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, (of 
which Sort there are but few amongſt them) per- 
haps there is read a penitential Pſalm or Prayer 
to God; or ſome containing only moral Sen- 
tences; which are very good indeed, but not to 
the preſent Purpoſe; or ſome made upon par- 
ticular Occaſions, as the introducing the Ark 
into the Temple; the Marriage of Solomon, &c. 
or elſe referring to particular Troubles and Ca- 
lamities; as of the aelites in the Wilderneſs, 
the Troubles of David, and the Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity, and ſometimes concluded with bitter Im- 
precations upon their Enemies, contrary to the 
true Chriſtian Spirit of forgiving, and even pray- 
ing for our Enemies. Is this rational and con- 
ſiſtent with praiſing God ? Inſtead of Pſalms 
full of the higheſt and devouteſt Expreſſions of 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving, to make uſe of ſuch, 
as have little or no Relation thereto, made by 
different Men, at different Times, and upon dit- 
ferent Occaſions, of very little Concern to us, 
A Reformation then in this Matter becomes 
highly neceſſary, either by ſelecting ſome few that 
are proper, or by collecting from the whole mm 
Ae . 


6 
of the Pſalms, and digeſting them into ſome, 
ſuch Order as I have here done. i 

The Pſalms that moſtly or altogether contain 
Matter of Praiſe and Thankſgiving are the ſame 
as before; except that I have taken away ſome 
few Verſes, which related to ſomething foreign 
to us. But as ſuch Pſalms as theſe are but few, 
and would not afford Variety enough, I have 
extracted from the whole Book of Pſalms ſuch 
Verſes as contain Matter of Praiſe and Thankſ- 
giving, -and digeſted them into the beſt and moſt 
coherent Order I was able: And theſe with the 
other are a Collection of Pſalms for the Morning 
and Evening Service of tour Days. 

I have made uſe of the ſame Verſion of the 
Pſalms as before, (as the People are uſed to it) 


tho! it be not ſo exact as it ought; only in ſome 


tew Places, where it did not afford any good 
Senſe, I have corrected it from the Hebrew. In 
other Places that are incorrect, but afford a good 
Senſe, I have made no Alteration. 

If any ſhould object againſt theſe, that they area 
Medley of Pſalms, as they are collected from ſo 
many, let him conſider what a confuſed Collection 
of Pſalms was read before; and as to this Me- 
thod of extracting and digeſting into Order, we 
ſee it was made ule of in thoſe Hymns that are 
appointed to be read on the 5th of November, 
the 29th of May, and the King's Acceſſion to . 
the Crown; and I never heard that any one 
pretended to object againſt theſe upon that Ac- 
count. And for the ſame Reaſon they ought 
not to object againſt this Collection, tho? it was 
extracted from never ſo many Places, if there 
be nothing incoherent or improper in it. And 
there is, I believe, ſo juſt a Connexion between 
the ſeveral Verſes in a Pſalm, that if a Stranger 

to the Pſalms of David, was to examine theſe 
e | twenty: 
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twenty-four Pſalms, ſome few of which are 


Originals, the other compiled, he would not be 
able to diſtinguiſh the one from the other. 
However it be, it is highly neceſſary that this 
Part of the Service ſhould be reformed, 
The Leſſons to be read are next to be con- 
ſidered : As the Communion Service is propos'd 
to be omitted, it would be proper to appoint, 
that the Chapter whence the Goſpel was taken, 
ſhould be read for the ſecond Leſſon in the Morn- 
ing ; and the Chapter whence the Epiſtle was 
taken, may be read for the ſecond Leſſon in the 
Evening Service. The firſt Leffons for Sundays 
and Holydays are already fixed; tho' perhaps 
it might be better to read out of the Books of 
Moſes in the Morning, and the Prophets in the 
Afternoon, giving Preference in particular to 


the Evangelical Prophet IJſaiab. There ſeems 


to be no Occaſion to read any Leſſons on the 
other Days; becauſe thoſe who come to Church 


at ſuch Times, are thoſe who have Time and 


Leiſure enough to read the Bible, and who may 
be ſuppoſed to be qualified and well inclined fo 
todo; and therefore I think it would be proper 
to omit them ; as it is only a Lengthening the 


Service without any Neceflity or Uſe, and to 


the Hindrance of Men of Buſineſs. 

But this is a Method of no great Importance, 
ſince they may be omitted or altered, without any 
very material Objection, TY 
Alter the firſt Leſſon, inſtead of the Te Deum, 
I have compiled a Hymn in Praife of the Laws 
of God ; and this comes very properly after a 
Leſſon from the Law of the Prophets, and the 
ten Commandments, which are here appointed 
to be read. . 1 

After the ſecond Leſſon, O be joyful, &c. as 
before. | 


After 
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Aſter the firſt Leſſon in the Aſternoon, God | 
be merciſul to us, and bleſs us, &c. 
After the ſecond; Leſſon that moſt excellent 
Hymn, We praiſe thee, O God, &c. Which be- 
ing a Sort of Paraphraſe upon the Creed, there 


ſeems to be no Occafion to repeat the Creed 


after it. The other Hymns I have omitted, as 
being particular and perſonal, and not ſo appli- 


cable in general to us. 
After the ſecond Leſſon and Hymn in the 


Morning, the Creed of the Council of Conſtan- 
tinople is appointed to be read, which is the ſame 
as that of the Council of Nice; only with the 
Addition of the Article of the Holy Ghoſt, 
Sc. It is confeſſedly the moſt antient eſtabliſh'd 
Creed, is agreeable to the Scripture Doctrine, 
and contains all that is neceſſary to be believed; 
and therefore what Occaſion can there be for in- 
ſerting more Creeds, which are not of equal 
; Antiquity or Authority, and in wine are ſome 
things liable to Exception. 

The Athanafian Creed, (as it is commonly 
called) is the Product of a latter Age; and as 
it is ſo much objected to, and there is no Ne- 
ceſſity for it, it ought to be omitted. 

As to what is called the Apoſtle? hesch it 
is not fo clear and explicit as that of Conſtanti- 
nople; and tho' moſt of the Articles are antient, 
and founded entirely on the Scriptures, yet we 
are certain, that ſome of them were of a latter 
Date, and what are juſtly liable to Objection. 

Among all the various Creeds of the three 
firſt Centuries, the Article of Chriſt's Deſcent 
Into Hell is not to be found. In the Year 359 
it was inſerted in that Creed, compoſed by a 
few Biſhops at Sirmium, and then propoſed to 
the Council at Ariminum, but hee as not 

| being 
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being agreeable to the Nicene Faith. Ruſſinus, 
Who lived in the latter End of the fourth Cen- 


tury, found that Article in the Creed of Aguileia; 
and it is ſuppoſed to be added to the Roman 


Creed about the Year 600. 


This plainly ſhews that Chriſt's Deſcent into 


Hell was not eſteemed. in the three firſt Cen- 


turies a neceſſary and fundamental Article of 
Faith, or otherwiſe it would have been inſerted 
in their Creeds, agreeable to their Belief of it. 

That Chriſt deſcended into Hell in the ſtrict 
and proper Senſe of the Word, thereby meaning, 


or at leaſt comprehending in it, the Place of the 


Damned, was the general Belief of the Fathers; 
and that he there went to preach to the Spirits in 
Priſon, to deliver them from that Place of Con- 
finement. 3 


The firſt is grounded upon a miſtaken Text 


in the 2d of As, ver. 27. St. Peter there applies 
a Text from the 16th Pſalm and 11th Verſe; 


which in the primary Senſe refers to David ; and 
in a prophetical Senſe is applied to Chriſt, Thou 
wilt not leave my Soul in Hell, neither wilt thou + 


Suffer thine Holy One to ſee Corruption. 


The original Word in the Text, Scheol, which 


is here tranſlated Hell, and in the Greek Hades, 


does almoſt conſtantly ſignify the Grave, or 
Death, or a State of Death; the Proof of which 
would be very eaſy ; but for Brevity's Sake, I 
muſt refer to thoſe ſeveral Places of Scripture, 
in which the Word Scheel occurs; and to what 
the Commentators have ſaid upon it. | 
Sometimes it is uſed to ſignify a Pit, or deep 
Place under Ground, in the Bowels of the Earth; 
as in Deut. xxxii. 22. Numb. xvi. 30, 33. where 
it is ſaid, that the Earth opened, and Korab, 
Dathan and Abiram, they with their Families, 
i | „„ Goods, 
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Goods and Houſes, all went down into Scbeol, 
Hell, or the Pit. And in the ſame Manner it 
may be underſtood, when it is oppoſed to the 
Height of Heaven: And this Uſe of the Word 
Scheol might probably ariſe from the ancient 
Cuſtom of depoſiting the Dead in deep ſub- 
terraneous Caverns, that were either ſo by Na- 
ture or made by Art. 

Sometimes alſo it is uſed for the Abode or 
Place of the Dead, in general, without Diſtinc- 
tion, as in the 14th of Jaiab; where they are 
poetically feigned to meet and talk to the King 
of Babylon; tho' at the ſame Time in that very 
Paſſage, the Word Scbeol is plainly uſed: to ſig- 
nify the Grave or Sepulchre, ver. 11th. Thy Pomp 
7s brought down to Scheol, or the Grave, (as it is 
here rendered in our Verſion) and the Nozſe of 
thy Viols, the Worm is ſpread under thee, ana the 
Worms cover thee, And in the 13th Verſe, Yet 
thou ſhalt be brought down to Hell (Scheol) to the 
Sides of the Pit. Where the latter Part of the 
Ki explains the Senſe of Scheol in the former 

art. 4 1 ? 
In the latter Ages of the Fews, when a future 
State was more generally believed and taught, it 
might then perhaps, (by a common Change in 
Language) be uſed in the particular Senſe of the 
Place or State of Souls departed ; and this might 
determine the Greet Interpreters to make uſe of 
the Word Hades inſtead of it. | 

But however this be; let us but ſtrictly ex- 
amine the Paſſage in the 16th Pſalm, as apply'd 
to David, agd we ſhall find that the Word Scheol 
cannot there ſignify the Place of departed Souls, 
bur only the Grave or Death. = 

As to the Word Soul, (Nepheſh) it very com- 
monly fignifies in the Old Teſtament, Life; and 
| | O 18 
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is frequently alfo uſed for the perſonal Pronoun; 
55 that the Verſe may and ought to be tranſlated, 
Thou wilt not leave me in the Grave, or my 
Life in Death; thou wilt not ſuffer thine holy 

one to ſee the Pit or Corruption.“ Where the 
latter Part of the Verſe (according to the Manner 
of the Hebrew Writers) is a Repetition of the 
former Part in a different Phraſe, and ſo is an 
Explication of it: And as the Pit or Corruption 
can refer only to the Body, ſo in the ſame Man- 
ner is the former Part of the Verſe to be un- 
derſtood. 

The preceding Words alſo, My Fleſh ſhall 
< reſt in Hope,“ are only applicable to the Body: 
And then if we conſider the Words as applied to 
David, who was continually in Danger of his 
Life from the Perſecution of Saul they can 


only mean his Confidence that God would reſcue 


him from Death or the Grave; and in the ſame 
Manner only, but in a more compleat Senſe, it 
is to be applied to Chriſt, vix. That God would 
not leave his Life under the Dominion and Power 
of the Grave or Death. : 
And in this Senſe it is apply'd by St. Peter 


to Chriſt's Body being in the Grave, as well as 


by St. Paul; and not at all to the Soul of Chriſt : 
ſo that whatever be the proper Senſe of the Word 
Hades among the Greeks, it is nothing to the 

Purpoſe; we muſt attend to the Original, in the 
Stead of which it is uſed, and to the Application 

of it by St. Peter and St, Paul. 

As to Chriſt's preaching in Hell, and deliver- 
ing the Souls from thence, grounded upon 1 Pet. 
11. 19, 20. concerning which there is a vaſt Va- 
hos and Confuſion of Opinions amongſt the 
Fathers; the Diſpute may be cut ſhort, by ſhew- 
ing that the Text! in St. Peter has no Sort of Re- 

: ; own

lation to Chr iſt's Deſcent into Hell, and his 
preaching there; but for this I muſt refer to 
the Commentators, who have abundantly ſhewn 
mud Abſurdity and Ancon Roach: of ſuch. an Opi- 


er he Article therefc ore of Chriſt's 9 into 
Hell, in its proper Senſe, being grounded upon 


a falſe Interpretation of Scripture, it follows, 1 


that we ought to reject it, notwithſtanding the 
Authority of the Fathers, who are not to be re- 
lied upon as Interpreters of Scripture; in which 
they are allowed to be greatly deficient by Reaſon 
of their Ignorance of the original Hebrew: And 

tho' ſome few. had Knowledge of it, yet in this 
Matter they are blinded by their Prejudices, and- 

carried away with the common Stream of Doc- 
trine. 

This Omiſſion of the Article ſure is better 
than to ſtrain and put a Violence upon Words, 
to bring them to our own Meaning, better than 
to ſuffer the Vulgar to be led into an Error, who 
will certainly underſtand it in the common mo- 
dern Acceptation, thereby meaning the Place of 
the Damned: In which they will be ſtill further 
deceived by the Term Heſcended; a Word 
applicable to the yulgar Notion of the deep Abyſs 
of Hell, or the bottomleſs Pit. 

And here I cannot but take Notice of the 
range Abſurdity of our Conduct in this Mat- 
ter; the Fathers of the three firſt Centuries, and 
longer, did not inſert this Deſcent into Hell in 
their Creeds, tho? they did believe it; but we 
on the contrary, retain it in our Creed, when at 
the ſame Time we do not believe it; that is, in 
the ſtrict and proper Senſe it was intended 1 

As to the Soul of Chriſt during its Separation

for it, that it was in Paradiſe, the happy Man- 
fion of good Souls departed, according to the 
then common Notion among the Jews, Seek 
< Paradiſe the glorious Country of the Soul ;* 
and hence their .Wiſh for their dying or dead 
Friend. Let him have his Portion i in Paradiſe, 
and alſo in the World to come.” And in this 
Point it is certainly more rational to truſt to our 
Saviour's own expreſs Authority, than to eſta- 
'bliſh a Doctrine upon an obſcure miſtaken Text 
in St. Peter. 

It is true, that the Hades of the Greeks means 
the ſeparate State of Souls both good and bad, 
(for whom they aſſigned different Apartments in 
the infernal Regions) and upon this Account 
Interpreters of the Creed think, they may recon- 
cile Chriſt's Deſcent into Hell with the Notion 
of Chriſt's going into Paradiſe, the happy Man- 
ſion of good Souls departed; when even they 
go fo far as to make Paradiſe Heaven itſelf. 

I ſhall only give an Inſtance of this ſtrange 
Method of reconciling Words to our own Mean- 
ing from Dr. Lightfoot s Hore Hebraice, upon 
the Text in St. Luke, (ch. xxiii. 43.) After 
rightly ſhewing that Chriſt's Promiſe to the 
Thiet upon the Croſs, * To-day ſhalt thou 
be with me in Paradiſe, muſt be under- 
ſtood according to the common received Opi- 
mon amongſt the Jes, namely, (according to 
the Doctor) that he ſhould be with Chriſt in 
Heaven, and with the Souls of juſt Men de- 
parted, he adds, And from no where elſe than 
< from this very Saying, would J explain that Ar- 
< ticle in our Creed, He deſcended into Hell,“ 
with this Addition, that we muſt recur to the | 
Greek Language for the Signification of the 


Word aan which denotes the State after Death 
of 


13) 3 
of the Happy as well as the Miſerable: Which 
is no more nor no leſs than the Abſurdity of ſay- 
ing, that deſcending into Hell is the ſame Thing 
as going to Heaven. 

As to the particular Place of Paradiſe, or the 
Garden of Eden, as the Fews ſtiled it, there does 
not ſeem to be any fixed and eſtabliſned Opinion 
of it; many of them, as we learn from Jo- 
ſephus, their Hiſtorian, entertained a Notion of 
an earthly Paradiſe agreeable to the Title of the 
Place; and fo did many of the Chriſtian Fa- 
thers; with a View perhaps to Adam's being ex- 
cluded from that happy Place for his Tranſ- 
greſſion, which they might ſuppoſe was by Death 
to be regained ; but the more refined Jeus were 
of a different Opinion, and imagined it to be 
ſome heavenly Place of Happineſs. | 

The Church of Rome has defined, in this 
Matter, that pure and cleanſed Souls, when they 
quit the Body, are preſently received into Hea- 
ven, whilſt others are to paſs to it through their 
imagin'd Place of Purgatory z that the Saints 

do now reign with Chriſt, and enjoy eternal Fe- 
licity in Heaven; and then go on further ridi- 
ciulouſly to ſay, that they have there a clear Vi- 
ſion of the holy Trinity, and fee all Things in 
the Glaſs of the Trinity; upon which it is, that 
they build their idolatrous Doctrine of the In- 
vocation of Saints. | 

This in Part has been adopted by us, and con- 
tinues in ſome Meaſure to this Day; namely, 
that the Souls of thoſe who are entitled to a 
bleſſed Reſurrection, are immediately mee 
into Heaven. 

But firſt, it cannot be proved, that Paradiſe is 
Heaven itielf, or God's Kingdom of Glory; 
and then as to the preſent reigning of the Saints, 

it 
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it is directly contrary to the Scripture, which p pre- 
ciſely fixes the great Reward of Heaven, the 
Crown of Glory, to the Day of Judgment, 
Mat. xiii. At the End of = World, the 
+ Righteous ſhall ſhine forth as the Sun, in the 
* Kingdom of their Father. Col. iii. 4. When 
f Chriſt who is our Life ſhall appear, then ſhall 
you appear with him in Glory. 1 Pet. i. . 
»The Trial of their Faith ſhall be found to 
< Praiſe, Glory and Honour, at * Revelation 
of Jeſus Chriſt. 1 Pet. v. 4. When the 
chief Shepherd ſhall appear, ye ſhall receive a 
: © Crown of Glory that fadeth not away. 

x And as to. the Apoſtles themſelves, | our Sa- 
Þ: viour ſays to them, Fobn xiv. In my Father's 
* Houſe are many Manſions, I go to prepare a 
Place for you; and if I go and prepare a 


Wi © Place for you, I will come again, and receive 
1 you un: o myſelf. From whence and from many 
. Places of Scripture, which ſpeak of their re- 
bm} 

4 ceiving their Reward together with other Chri- 


ſtians, it is evident, that even the Apoſtles will 
not have their Manſions in Heaven, their full 
actual Poſſeſſion of Glory, till the ſecond coar- 
ing of our Saviour, which will be at the End of 
the World. 

It is plain then from Scripture, that only 
ſome inferior Degree and Condition of Happi- 
neſs is to be expected in the intermediate State; 
a State different from that in which they will be 
placed in Heaven at the End of the World: 
And therefore ſuppoſing Paradiſe to be in Hea- 
ven; yet as it is a State diſtinct from the future 
Happineſs of Heaven, may on that Account be 
looked upon as a different Place. 

But St. Paul does expreſly ſpeak of them as 


of two different n by mentioning 22 his 
| ng 


being caught up into Heaven; and then ar 
another Time, his Being caught up into Paradiſe. 
Which Diſtinction is further confirmed by many 
expreſs Declarations of Scripture, wherein. the” 
Joys of Heaven are not propofed as a Reward 
till after the general Reſurrection; however ic 
be, the Term * Deſcending into Hell? can never 
be a proper Expteſſion of the happy Manſion of 
What St. Paul ſays; Phil. i. 23. of his defarin 
to depart and to be with Chrift; of being willin 
rather to be abſent from the Body, and to be 
preſent with the Lord, 2 Cor. v. may very con- 
 fiſtently be applied to Paradiſe, as diftin& from 
Heaven; which if jt be not fo applied, woul 


be contrary to what he has elſewhere faid, as eit 
a to other Parti Ef Scünne EEE 
This being preſent with the Lord, may then 
only be underſtood to mean ſome extraordinary 
Preſence or Manifeſtation of Chriſt, ſome clear 
and undiſturbed Proſpect of the Glory of God, 
and Jeſus ſtanding at the Right-hand of God. 
But of the exact Place of it, nothing can po- 
ſitively be affirmed, nor of the Degree of Hap- 
pineſs to be there enjoyed: Only from St. Paul's 
being caught up into Paradiſe; it is reaſonable to 
imagine it to be ſome heavenly Place above; 
which agrees with the Fewih Notion of it; 
who, as Grotius ſays, ſometimes call this State 
the lower Paradiſe, to diſtinguiſh it from 
Heaven, the upper Paradiſe. | i” 
f That it was eſteemed by the Jews as the happy - 
| Manſion of good Souls departed till the Time 
of the Reſurrection, is a Matter paſt all doubt; 
and that according to this received Opinion our 
8 Saviour's Promiſe to the Thief upon the _—_ 
| Let | mu 
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* (16) 
muſt be, underſtood, * Verily 1 ſay unto thee, 
To- day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe.* _ 

This is an Article of great Comfort and Con- 
cern ro us; as we are hereby aſſured, that we 
through F aich in him may be admitted into the 
fame Place of Happineſs, wherever it is; where 
they who die in the Lord reſt from their La- 
byursz which as it is an Anticipation of that 
Sentence that ſhall be pronounced at the great 
Day, ſo is it an Anticipation of that Reward in 
Heaven that ſhail then be given. 

To conclude this Diſcourſe, (in which I bans 
been drawn on to a greater Length than I in- 
tended) and to return to the Creed; let us by 

all Means reſolve to lay aſide the Article of 
Chriſt's Deſcent into Hell : Which has no Foun- 
dation, as was ſuppoſed, upon the Text of 
David or St. Peter; which leads the Vulgar 
into an Error, and affords unneceſſary Matter of 
Diſpute for the more Learned. 

The Communion of Saints is another Article, 
that is not in the Creed of Conſtantinople; but 
this is allowed on all Hands to be only an Ar— 
ticle of a latter Date, being not to be found in any 

Creed till the fourth Century; nor is it in Ruf- 
finus*s Creed of the Church of Aquileia, nor in 
the Roman Creed, where even the Word Catho- 
lick is not to be found. 

The great Author of the critical Hiſtory of 
the Creed, (for very good Reaſons) "LIE 
that it was not introduced till after the Time that 
Donatus, a Biſhop of Africa, and his Followers 
(chiefly upon a Quarrel about the Election of a 
Biſhop) ſeparated from the Communion of the 
Catholick Church; aſſerting themſelves to be the 
only true Catholick Church, | 

Now 


Fe as in thole Times all the ſeveral particif> 
lar Churches, which conſtituted the one Catho- 
lick Church, held Communion or Fellowſhip 
with one another, and acted by 4a Conſociatian 
of Counſels ; communicatory Letters and other 
Tokens of F ellowſhip were eſteemed as Marks 
or Signs of a particular Church that was regu- 
larly framed and conſtituted. „ 


And this was objected tb the Donatifts, that 


they had no Letters to ſhew from other Churches, 
no Tokens of Fellowſhip or Communion, as a 
Proof of their being of the one uhdivided Ca- 


tholick Church. OT — | 
This therefore may . with good Reaſon be 
thought to be the Occaſion of inſerting this Ar- 
ticle of the Communion of Saints in the Creed, 
or in other Terms the Communion of Chriſtians, 
or Fellowſhip of all the ſeveral Members of the 
Catholick Church, declaring thereby in Oppo- 
ſition to*the Donatiſts, who wanted this Teſti- 
mony, that the Communion of Saints, or Fel- 
lowſhip with other Churches, was a Mark of a 
true Church. . . 
This being the Meaning of this Article, it is 
evident. that it affords no good Senſe in theſe 
preſent Times; and therefore there can be 0 
Harm in omitting it. | 1 
| Theſe ate the only cwo Articles that we ſhall 
loſe & omitting what is vulgarly called the 
Apoſtles Creed: A Loſs that we may bear 
without Affliction, nay, even rejoice under it 
as the one is grounded upon a miſtaken Text of 
David and St. Peter, and the other (not being 
applicable to the preſent State of the Church) 
is unintelligible to common Readers. 
There is ſtill another Article, that is not an 
original and fundamental one: but was added as 
ö a 
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2 Guard to the true Faith, viz. © I believe in 


the holy Catholick Church z* which in the pre- 


ſent State of the Church is not eaſy to be un- 


derſtood. This indeed is in the Creed of Con- 
ftantinople ;, but then in that Creed the Senſe of 
it is determined by the Addition of the Word 
Apoſtolick, by the Help of which it becomes 
intelligible. 
According to the learned Mr. Bing bam, the 
firſt Author that particularly mentions the Ar- 
ticle of the Church, as part of the Baptiſmal 
Creed, is Tertullian in his Book De Baptiſm. 
ch. 6. near the End of the ſecond Century; tho' 
Dr. Grabe thinks it was added in the latter End 
of the firſt Century, or Beginning of the ſecond. 
As a further Guard to the Faith, the Word Ca- 
tholick was added, firſt to the Greek Creeds, to 
exclude thoſe few in Compariſon, who taught 
contrary to the Doctrine of the Catholick or 
univerſal Church, and thereby to diſtinguiſh the 
true Believers. 

Now the Word Catholick, as it ſignifies in 


the original Senſe of it only Univerſal, does not 


give a clear and determinate Senſe to this Ar- 
ticle of the Creed, in theſe latter Ages; as the 
preſent State of the Church is ſo different from 
what it was in the primitive Times. For to ſay, 
I believe in the holy Catholick Church, or 
(which is-the Senſe of it) I believe in the Faith 
and Doctrine of the holy Catholick Church, does 
not immediately and fully determine what it is 
we do believe; but refers to ſomething that 
muſt be underſtood; that is, it muſt firſt be 
known what was the Doctrine of the Univerſal 
or Catholick Church; and then farther, in or- 
der to lay a firm Foundation for our Belief, it 
8 mutt

muſt be known upon what Authority the Ca- 
tholick Church received thoſe Doctrine. 
For certainly a Belief in the Church, call it 
holy or catholick, or what you pleaſe, can never 
be reaſonably required in any other Senſe, than 
as it is built upon the Foundation of the A- 
poſtles Preaching. 2 
When this Word Catholick was firſt inſerted 
in the Creed, the Senſe and Meaning of it was 
then very different from what it is at preſent : 
There was an Agreement and Communion be- 
twieen the ſeveral particular Churches, which the 
Apoſtles and their Followers planted: They 
acted by a Conſociation of Counſels, as a Body 
united under one Head. And however they 
might differ in other Matters, yet they agreed in 
the fundamental Truths of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, as delivered down by the Apoſtles. And 
this Faith built upon the Foundation of the A- 
poſtles being taught and embraced univerſally, 
was upon that Account diſtinguiſhed by the Title 
of the Catholick Faith, or the Faith of the Ca- 
tholick or univerſal Church, in Oppoſition to 
the Hereſies of ſome few particular Men. 6 
And hence it will appear, that in ihe preſent 
State of the Church, (which is ſo very different 
from what it formerly was) this Belief in the holy 
Catholick Church cannot now be profeſs*'d pro- 
perly, without ſome Addition underſtood, which 
may be reckoned only an artificial Abuſe of 
Words. Bur by the Creed of Conſtantinople, this 
Difficulty is in ſome Meaſure removed by the 
Addition of the Word Apoſtolick, which pre- 
ciſely determines the Meaning of it; ſo that our 
profefling to believe in one holy Catholick and 
Apoſtolick Church, does not mean that we pro- 
feſs our Belief in the preſent Catholick Church, 
Do as 


for) 
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0 for I'm afraid the moſt catholick or univerſal 
Church is the idolatrous Church of Rome) but 
that we believe in the Doctrine of that one holy 
Catholick Church, which was Apoſtolick, or 
built upon the Foundation of the Apoſtles. . 

The next Alteration is in the Omiſſion of the 
Lord's Prayer, and ſome Petitions before it. 

In the Litany I have altered nothing, left 1 
ſhould ſeem to be too fond of Alterations 3 but 
L have omitted the Lord's: Prayer at the End of 
it, and other Petitions which are only Repeti- 
tions, and unneceſſarily prolong the Service. 

I come now to the ſecond or Communion 
Service, The Prayer after the Lord's Prayer I 
have placed before the Morning Service, as pro- 
per to be ſaid by every Man at his firſt Entrance 
into the Church. The ten Commandments are 
ordered as properly, or more ſo, to be read after 
the firſt Leſſon on Sundays and Holydays. The 
Epiſtles and Goſpels ſerve for the ſecond Leſſons, 
the Particular Prayers for Sundays and. Holy- 
days are ſtill continued; the reſt is mere Tau- 

tology. 

The Aſh- Wedneſday Service I hone wholly 
omitted for particular Reaſons. Inſtead of which 
it would be proper to inſert (with ſuch Additions 
and Amendments as ſhall be thought fit) the 
Diſcourſe I have wrote upon Faſting ; which 
will ſufficiently diſcover the Vanity of this forty 

Days Faſt. 

I paſs on now to the Offices of the Church; and 

\ firſt in Order, to the Wee of the 
Lord's Supper. 

[ have prefixed an Wanted more fully 
explaining this Duty; and with a particular 
Guard againſt that wrong Interpretation of the 
eleventh Chapter « of the firſt Epiſtle to the Ca- 

rinibians; 
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riatbians ; which has hindered ſo many from re- 
ceiving it as they ought, t. ” 
'The Sentences and Prayer for the whole State 
of Chriſt's Church are continued as before: Afﬀ- 
ter that there is a proper Exhortation: The 
Confeſſion and Prayer for Abſolution I have 
omitted as a Tautology, and therefore not to 
be here repeated. The Reaſons for the other 
fmall Alterations will manifeſtly appear without 
a particular Detail of the. 
| I have endeavoured to expreſs every Thing 
conciſely, clearly, ancyintelligibly, and with that 
Deſign have avoided all figurative Expreflions. 
It is a Matter highly to be wiſhed, that ſuch 
Care ſhould be taken, as that every Perſon in a 
Pariſh above the Age of eighteen ſhould receive 
the Lord's Supper four Times a Year; for 
which End it ſhould be adminiſtered twice every 
Seaſon ; that ſo Servants and others who happen 
to be engaged at one Time, may be at liberty 
another, =: 7. v | 
And the better to enable the Maniſters to do 
this, who moſt commonly have more than one 
Pariſh to take care of, it would be neceſſary to 
order, that the Lord's Supper may be admint- 
ſtered after the Evening as well as after the Morn- 
ing Service. 8 
There is no ſubſtantial Reaſon, why it may 
not be ſo permitted; for the Adminiſtration of 
the Lord's Supper was confined to the Morning 
Service upon this Account only; becauſe it was 
thought a right Practice, (and in Proceſs of Time 
came to be eſtabliſhed) that every Perſon ſhould 
receive the Lord's Supper faſting. Now this 
at the beſt was but a ſuperſtitious Reaſon, founded 
neither upon the Inſtitution of the Supper, nor 
the Practice of the Apoſtles, and is contrary to 
2 5 „ 
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the Deſign of the Lord's Day, which by no 
Means is to be a Day of Faſting, but of rejoi- 
cing; a Day of Praiſe and Thankſgiving for the 
Works of the Creation, and for the Redemp- 
tion by Chriſt Feſus, As therefore there is no 
good Authority for faſting at ſuch a Time ; and 
as it is a Practice that has been long ago ſet aſide, 
why ſhould it not be allowed at the ſame Time 
to make ſome little Change as to the Time of 

Celebration, by permitting the Adminiſtration of 
the Lord's Supper, after the Evening, as well 
as after the Morning Service: And which has 
even this Advantage, that it will then be nearer, 
and agree better with the Time of the firſt In- 
ſtitution by our Lord. 

And then as every one of the Pariſh that is of 

a ſufficient Age is here ſuppoſed to communicare, 
the Queſtion is, whether it would not be better 
for the more eaſy and convenient Participation of 

1 the Congregation to have the Lord's Table 

4 placed ſomewhere in the Body of the Church. 

8 Not that I have any Sort of Objection to the 

Table being placed 'in the upper Part of the

v6 The Office tor Baptiſm I have reduced into a 
ſmall Compats ; and yet every Thing is ſo clearly 
and fully expreſſed, without the Appearance of 
a controverted Point; that whatever may be ſaid 
againft, or in Vindication of the former Office, 
nothing can fairly be objected againſt this, ex- 


cept 
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cept in the Alteration I have made in the very 
Form of Baptiſm ; for which 1 ſhall here ſubjoin 
my Reaſons. All the other Alterations when im- 
partially examined and compared, will appear ſo 
reaſonable and neceſſary, as not to require that 
any thing be ſaid in Defence of them. 4” 

It ſeems ſurpriſing, that when People ſo zea- 
louſly contend for Baptiſm to be applied in the 
very Form of Words that our Saviour com- 
manded, they ſhould depart from the literal 


Senſe of them by changing the Prepoſition 


(into) or (unto) for (in) which according to the 
common Uſe of Speech gives a different and 
foreign Senſe to the Words, or at lealt hinders 
Men from ſeeing the true one. 

The literal Tranſlation of the Sentence in Que- 
ſtion, (Mat. xxviii. 19, is © Baptizing them unto 
the Name (is our) of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt: and not in 
the Name of them, as if it were % ovparr. 

To do any thing in the Name of any Perſon 
plainly ſignifies the doing it in or by the Power 
or Virtue, Commiſſion or Authority, or for the 
Sake of ſuch a Perſon. And this Senſe of the 
Phraſe will appear from the common Ute of it 
in Scripture, * I am come in my Father's 
Name,“ © In my Name ye ſhall caſt out Devils.“ 
« Whatſoever ye ſhall aſk of the Father in my 
* Name, he will give it you.“ In the Name of 
* Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth riſe up and walk.” 
In or by what Power, or in what Name, have 
ye done this?” ©I command thee in the Name 


© of Jeſus Chriſt come out of her.” And ſo in 


common Speech the Phraſe is always underſtood ; 
as when we com nand or do any thing in the 
Name of his Majeſty, Sc. And ſo according 
to this Senſe, to baptize in the Name of the Fa- 
. ther, 
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ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoft; 
muſt mean to do it by the Power or Virtue, ot 
or rather by Commiſſion and Authority from 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. 

But this is very far from being the ttue Senſe 
of the Words, which may be beſt explained from 
the Jewiſb Phraſeology, and two Paſſages in St. 


Paul. From whence it will appear, that to be 


baptized unto the Name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, is to dedicate 
and devote ourſelves to them, and to be willing 
to be called after their Name; that is, to be called 
Diſciples of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt : 
Diſciples of that Doctrine that had its Origin 
from the Father, that was revealed and preached 
by the Son, and confirmed by the Holy Ghoſt. 

And this Interpretation will appear to be a juſt 
one from the Uſe of the Phraſe in the Fewi/h 
Writings z where to be baptized unto the Name 
of Servitude, or unto the Name of the Son of 
a free Man, or unto the Name of Proſelytiſm, 
is to take that Name upon them, unto which 
they were baptized ; that is, that the Perſon ſo 
baptized, be called a Servant, or free Man, or 
Proſelyte. | | 

This is more clearly explained by what is ſaid 
(1 Cor. x. 2) that they were all baptized unto 
Moſes, eie Moch, that is, they were all thereby 


made Diſciples of Moſes, and after his Name 


In this Paſſage it is tranſlated literally unto 
* Moſes,” and ſignifies the fame as unto the 
Name of Moſes; tho' wth the ſame Reaſon 
and Authority they mig h have tranſlated it as 
they have done in St. Matthew, viz. * were 
« baptized in Moſes." But this affording no 
good Senſe, they were reduced to the Neceſſity 
of tranſlating it, as it ought to be. _ 
: And 
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And this Senſe of the Words is fully confirmed 
to us by what is ſaid, 1 Cor. i. where the Corin- 


 thians ſaying I am of Paul, and I of Apollos, 


and I of Cephas, and I of Chriſt; that is, calling 
themſelves their Diſciples, and as it were, di- 


ſtinguiſhing themſelves from one another by the 8 


Names of their ſeveral Maſters and Teachers: 
Paul ſays, were ye baptized in or unto the 
Name (js zona) of Paul? I thank God I 
< baptized none of you but Criſpus and Gaius, 
5 left any ſhould ſay that I had baptized in orunto 
my Name; ' that is, that ye might be called 

my Diſciples, and diſtinguiſhed from others by 


the Title of Paulites, or Paulite Chriſtians. 


And hence will appear the Neceſſity of chang - 
ing the Form of Baptiſm in the Manner I have 
propoſed, viz. I baptize thee unto the Name or 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt. | 

If this ſmall tho very material Alteration be 
allowed of, as it ought to be, notwithſtanding 
the Plea of Antiquity and univerſal Practice, 
which are of no Force againſt plain Reaſon ; it 
will be neceſfary to inſert theſe Reaſons into the 
Office of Baptifm, that the People may be ſa- 
tisfied as to the Change of the Form, and un- 
derftand the Meaning of it. 

I have omitted the old Catechiſm, as che bh 
Grounds of Religion were not diſtinctly enough 
explained. It began with an Explication of Chil- 
drens Duty, expreſſed in ſuch a Manner, as if 


they were bound to believe and ſerve God, pure- 
ly becauſe their Godfathers and Godmothers had- 
promiſed for them: And ended in ſuch a my- 


ſterious Explication of Baptiſm, and the Lord's 


Supper, as ever ſince to require the Labours of 
E the

the. Learned to explain this Explication, or ac. 


ther to explain it away. _ 

In what is ſaid of the Land Supper, as alſa 
in the old Communion-Office, is ſeen the my- 
ſterious Doctrine of Martin Bucer, Of Chriſt's 
real Preſence in the Lord's Sante, and being

It was the Opinion of Zuinglius, one of the 
firſt Reformers in Switzerland, and is moſt cer- 
tainly the true one, and as ſuch now generally 


received by the preſent Members of our Church; 


that in the Lord's Supper there is nothing but 
Bread and Wine given and received, and that 


| theſe are Symbols or Signs of the Body of Chriſt 


broken for us, and of his Blood that was ſhed 


for us. 
But Bucer and Calvin, and — F ollowers, 


| afterwards added, that tho? the Bread and Wine 


are received by the Members and Senſes of the 
Body, yet notwithſtanding that, the very Body 
and Blood of Chriſt are there truly preſent, ex- 
hibited, and received by Faith: Which they af- 
terwards explain in this Manner, vi. that Chriſt 
is truly preſent, but not ſubſtantially ; and there- 
fore not preſent to our Bodies, but only to our 
Faith; ard by the Means of Faith is received, 
and taken as it were by a ſpiritual Mouth. 

T his ſeems invented by Bucer for the Sake of 
Peace, in order to reconcile the Zuinglians and 
Lutherans ;, and for that Purpoſe he propoſed 


the Terms of their Agreement, in general and 


ambiguous Expreſſions, to which both Parties 


might ſubſcribe ; reſerving to themſelves their 


own private Opinion, 
This Propoſal (that was made him by Calvin 
and Bucer) Luther had the Diſcretion to reject;

And indeed it is an Opinion almoſt as abſard 
and myſterious, as Con or Tran-{ubſtanciation ; 
and as ſuch has been well expoſed by the learned 
Mr. Hales of Eton, and others. NE 
In what is ſaid of Baptiſm, we diſcover the 
Traces of that controverted and unneceſſary Doc- 
trine of Original Sin, and for that Reafon it ought 
to be rejected, as only tending to raiſe unprofi- 
table Diſputes. . 3 
Therefore inſtead of this old Catechiſm, it 
would be highly neceſſary to compoſe another, 
in which ſhould be explained in an eaſy and in- 
telligible Manner, the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, 
and the ten Com mandments: This is a Work 
that I have not attempted; but for the better In- 
ſtruction of thoſe that are of Age for Confirma- 
tion, I have preſumed to draw up a Form, which 
J here ſubmit to the Judgment and Correction of 
my Superiors. 
For the Change in the Confirmation, I refer to 
the Diſcourſe thereto prefixed ; and as for any 
Alteration in the Office itſelf, it muſt be ſub- 
| mitted to the Judgment of others, whether I 
have not altered it greatly for the better. 
In the Form of Solemnization of Matrimony, 
J have taken away the Sentence that has been 
much objected to, viz. * With my Body I thee 
* worſhip ;* for tho? it may be capable of a good 
Meaning, it is not fo eaſily underſtood ; and 
ſince it is not at all neceſſary, it is better to leave 
it out, than to leave Room for Objections. | 
The Reaſons for the other Omiſſions and Al- 
reg will evidently enough appear of them-

a very proper Text from the New Teſtament, 

In the goth Pſalm, which is attributed to 
Moſes, I have corrected two or three Verſes 
from the Hebrew, that now afford a good Senſe : 
Part of another I have changed, and others I 
have omitted, that had no Relation to us; and 
if the Pſalm as it is now, be not thought long 
enough, more may be added from other Pſalms. - 
In the Service at the Grave, I have left out the 
Appellation of Dear Brother; as being ſometimes 
not. ſo applicable, as it ſhould be; however, 
there is no Neceſſity rae 

I have alſo omitted the Prayer after the Lord's 
Prayer ; wherein we give hearty Thanks to God, 
for that it hath pleaſed him to deliver this our 
Brother out of the Miſeries of this ſinful World. 
How improper it is to be uſed at the Burial of 
one who comes to an untimely End, or is cutoff 
in the Flower of his Age, and in the midſt of 
his Sins, or perhaps by a ſudden Death, againſt 
which we juſtly pray, let any Man judge. To 
pray againſt ſudden Death, and then give Thanks 
for it, is a Contradiction. 

In the Churching of Women, I have omitted 
ſome Verſes in the Pſalm, not to proper to be 
ſaid, and altered another; I have likewiſe omit- 
ted the Lord's Prayer, to avoid Tautology. 2

The Service for the Fifth of November, I have 
new modelled re rw. to the preſent Method 
propoſed ; it being before full of Repetitions, 
and ftretched out to an immoderate Length:

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A Diſcourſe upon FAS TIN G6. 


A ST IN G, conſidered purely in itſelf, can- 
not in the Reafon of Things be aceounted 
a meritorious Action: It is only pleaſing to God for 
the Sake of the End; that is, if it really makes us 
more religious, and is ered with a true inward Hu- 
miliation of our Minds before God; of which it 18 
only an outward Sign. 7 
In the Law of  Mifes, (though a Law of Cere- 
monies ſuited to the groſs Diſpoſition of the Fewiſh 
People) we find only one Day in the Near ſet apart 
for publick Faſting, viz. the tenth Day of the ſeventh 


Month, about the Feaſt of Expiation : The Deſign of 


which was to expreſs their Sorrow and Contrition. for 
their Sins by thus puniſhirig the Body, With the ſame 
Deſign of confeſling and bewailing their Unworthineſs, 

and of deprecating God's Anger, we meet with ſeveral 
Examples of Faſting in Scripture : And that this inward 
Sorrow of theirs might the more evidently: appear, it 


was frequently attended” with Renting of their Gar- 


ments, Wearing of Sackcloth, and Sprinkling them- 
ſelves with Aſhes. | 

In the New Teſtament, in three or four Places, 
we find that Faſting joined with Prayer is ſpoken of 


with Approbation; but it cannot be called a Precept 


of the Goſpel ; there is no Command about it, nor 
any particular Times and Seaſons ſet apart. 

The Diſciples of our Saviour did not make a Prac- 
tice of Faſting, as is evident from the Objection made 
to them by the Diſciples of John the Baptiſt ; And 
our Saviour's Anſwer to them was, can the Children. 
of the Bride-chamber mourn as long as the Bride- 
groom is with them? But the Days will come when 


the 


40 

the Bridegroom mall be taken from them, and then 
ſhall they faſt ; that is, aſter his Death and Departure 
from them into Heaven, ſhould come the Times of 
Tribulation and Perſecution, which would be a more 
proper Seaſon for Faſting and Humiliation, And this 
ſhews us plainly, that Times of Trouble and Diſtreſs 
are the proper Seaſons for Faſting and Mourning ; and 


accordingly we find, that thoſe occaſional publick Faſt- Y 


ings in the Old Teſtambint were kept upon Account of 
ſome great Calamity, either inflited or ready to be in- 
flicted from the Hand of God. But when we enjoy Peace 
and Proſperity both in Church and State, we are then 
rather to give Thanks and to rejoice before God, 
However, as it has been thought proper to ſet apart 
a particular Time for the more ſolemn Commemo- 
ration of the Death and Paſſion of our Saviour; it 
ſeems to be equally proper, and very natural for us to 
expreſs our Sorrow and Contrition for Sin in a more 
particular Manner by Faſting and Mortification of the 
Body. Not that we are to be ſorry that our Saviour 
died for us; but only for our Sins, that were the Oc- 
caſion of fuch an Humiliation to the Son of God. 
Good-Friday then, the Day appointe in Memory of 
the Crucifixion of Chriſt, requires our Obſervation of 
it with Humiliation, Faſting and Mourning. It ſeemw 
proper alſo that the next Day, Saturday, ſhould be ob- 
ſerved in the ſame Manner, as our Saviour continued 
that Day under the Dominion of Death for our Sake. 
And of theſe two Drys being particularly obſerved in 
the primitive Times, we have a clear Teſtimony in Ter. 
tullian, a Writer in the Beginning of the third Century, 
who when he was a Montaniſt, and diſputing againſt 
the Catholicks, ſays, © They (viz. the Catholicks) 
think themſelves obliged only to obſerve thoſe + two 
Days in which the Bridegroom was taken from them, 
© (Cap. 2. de Fejun.) And again, objecting to the 
Catholicks, their Obſervation of other Faſts beſides the 
two Days in which Chriſt was taken away from them, 
+ ſuch

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ſuch as che half Faſts of their Stationary Days and othet 
Days upon Bread and Water; their Anſwer accord- 
ing to him, is, that thoſe Faſts were kept at 
every Man's Liberty and Will, and not by any expreſs 
Command, (de Fejun. Cap. 13.) And this he elſe- 
where calls the paſchal Faſt, —_ all obſerved in 
common, as a public Faſt, with great Religion, h 

But in this Matter there was ſome Difference, as we 
learn from Jreneus, a Writer in the ſecond Century. 
He in his Letter to Pope Victor, (Euſeb. Lib. v. ch. 24.) 
ſays, there had been Differences not only about the 
Time of Eaſter, but about the Manner of Faſting ; 
for ſome thought they. ought to faſt one Day, ſome 


two, ſome more, and others meaſured their Day (ot 


their Faſt, as Valgſius has ſhewn it, ought to be read) 
by the Computation of forty Hours, joining Day and 


Night together ; and this probably was anciently called 
the Quadrageſimal Faſt; a Faſt of forty Hours, and 


not of forty Days as was afterwards obſerved. But 


certainly this laſt Method of Faſting, eſpecially in a 
cald Climate, muſt be prejudicial to our Health, the 
Deſtroying of which can never be pleaſing to God. 

In Proceſs of Time there were many Days added 
ta the Paſchal Faſt. Socrates (Lib. v. ch. 22.) ſays, 
the Romans fait three Weeks before Eaſter, only the 
Sabbaths and Lords Days excepted ; the {llyriars, and 
all Greece, and the Alexandrians faſt fix Weeks; others 
begin their Faſt from the 7th Week before Eaſter 
and though they faſt only fifteen Days by Intervals, 
yet they call this alſo the Quadrageſimal Faſt ; and L 
cannot but wonder, ſays he, that when they differ fa 
much about the Number of Days, they ſhould all call 
it the Quadrageſimal Faſt; of which Appellation 
ſome give one Reaſon, and ſome another, according 
to ſome particular Fancies. 

Sozomen (lib. 7. ch. 19.) relates, that ſome obſerve 
the 3 F aſt before Eaſter fix Weeks; as

Egypt and Paleſtine; others make it ſeven Weeks, as 
the Conſtantinopolitans and neighbouring Nations as far 
as Phænicia; others faſt three only of thoſe ſix or 


ſeven Weeks by Intervals; others the three Weeks 
next immediately before Eaſier; ; and others fail only; 
two Weeks, as the Montaniſtis. 

And of thoſe three Weeks that the e faſted, 


there was this Difference, in the Time of Pope Leo, 


who wrote in the Middle of the fifth Century, a little 
after the Time of Socrates; that they faſted only on 


Monday, Wedneſday and Friday, as M. 1 ob- 


| ſerves from his Sermons upon Lent. | 
Afterwards in the Time of Pope Gregory the Mes 

(as Valois or Valeſius in his Notes upon Euſebius, &c. 
obſerves) in the latter End of the ſixth Century, their 
Faſt conſiſted of fix Weeks, or forty- two Days; but 
taking away (ſays that Pope, Hom. 16. in Evang. Tom. 
3. Pp. 42.) Sundays, the Remainder is only: thirty-ſix 
Days; and ſo thoſe in other Churches who obſerved” 


ſeven Weeks, by deducting Sundays and all the Sa- 


turdays except the laſt, faſted pnly thirty-ſix Days ; 
which was looked upon by ſome as a dedicating . of a 
T'ythe, or tenth Part of the Year to the more: pecu- 
liar Service of God. And ſome Time after this, out 
of a ridiculous Imitation of the miraculous Faſt of 
Moſes, Elias, and our Saviour, they added four Days 
more, beginning on the Wedneſday after Quinqua- 


geſima Sunday; and ſo deducting Sundays only, there 


remain forty Days of Faſting. 

And hence ſufficiently appears the Vanity of thoſe 
of the Church of Rome, who pretend that a forty 
Days Faſt was always obſerv'd, as they obſerve it now, 
and that as ſuch it was of Apoſtolical Inſtitution. _ 
And hence allo it will follow, that excepting Good- 

Friday, and Saturday, on which Days it ſceins to be 
agreceable and proper to faſt, tho not abſolutely ne- 
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ceſſary; and excepting alſo ſuch Days as ſhall be ap- 
pointed for publick Faſting and Humiliation on Occa- 
ſion of ſome publick Calamity; there is no Manner 
or Obligation upon any Man to obſerve any other 
particular Fimes of Faſting ; but it is a Matter purely 
voluntary and diſcretionary ; which he may or may not 
obſerve, as he finds it uſeful WR his Improvement 
in a religious State, 8 

But to aſcribe any Merit to the very AQion of F aſt 
ing is quite groundleſs, and leads to Superſtition in- 
ſtead of true Virtue: For at this Rate other Puniſh - 
ments and Mortifications of the Body may be ſuper- 
ſtitiouſly introduced as religious Acts, or as making 
Atonement and Satisfaction for Sin; ; ſuch as wear- 
ing Hair Shirts, ſprinkling with Aſhes, whipping 
of the Body, and the Monkiſh Superſtition of re- 
tiring from the Society and Pleaſures of the World. 

But certainly there is no real Virtue in theſe things; 
on the contrary tis unreaſonable and unnatural to re- 
jet the Enjoyments of the World, which God cre- 
ated on Purpoſe that we ſhould enjoy it in a lawful, 


ſober, and temperate Way: 


And as to any Atonement or Satisfaction for Sin by 
puniſhing the Body, there's no Foundation in Scrip- 
ture or Reaſon for ſuch Belief; on the contrary it 
ſeems to be a Derogation from the Sufficiency of the 
Sacrifice and Satiafaftion of our Saviour. It is a 
Flacing of our Confidence in ſuperſtitious Works, in- 
ſtead of Repentance and Reformation of Life, by 
which alone we are entitled to the Merits of Chriſt's 
Death. 

Put a as Faſting may poſſibly tend to im- 
prove Men in their Chriſtian Courſe, it may be a 
very uſeful and advantageous Practice; only let it not 
be impoſed as neceſſary, or as making Satisfaction for 
paſt Offences,

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For firſt it may be ſaid, that by not indulging the 


Body in eating and drinking, and by ſubſtracting from 
the Quantity of daily Nouriſhment, it helps to check 


and reſtrain our diſorderly Appetites and Paſſions ; 
and then, ſecondly, by taking us off from the too great 
Love of earthly Pleaſure, leaves the Mind more freely 
to purſue the Contemplation of heavenly Things, and 
better diſpoſed to offer up our. Prayers to God with. 
Fervency and Attention, | 

But then if this be the End and Effect of Faſting, 
for the ſame Reaſon, and as Uniformity and Cons 
ſtancy are required in the Practice of Religion, a 
weekly interchangeable Method of Faſting ſhould. be 
obſerved ; as for Inſtance, on Wedneſdays and Fri- 
days; and not inordinately a at ſome particular Seaſons 
onl 

- none are bound to this Severity in the leaſt, 
eſpecially if eating and drinking with Sobriety and 
Temperance be found to be no Hindrance to us in our 
religious Courſe. If Faſting proves prejudicial to our 
Healths it ought not to de practiſed. And if (as 
it frequently has happened to very great Faſters) in- 
ſtead of Love and Thankfulneſs to God, and uni- 
verſal Charity and good Humour one to another, it 
fills Men with Peeviſhneſs and Moroſeneſs, and a 
ſuperſtitious Dread of the divine Majeſty, it ought 
then to be avoided as a dangerous Practice. 
As to the Faſting practiſed in the Rem Church, 
(which conſiſts only i in a Change of Diet, in a reli- 
gious Abſtinence from Fleſh, and at the ſame Time 


indulging themſelves in the moſt delicate Dinners f 


Fiſh and other Kinds of Food, with Wine or ſtronig 
Drink, and with a Collation, as they call it, at Night) 
it is only a mock Faſt, quite different from the an-, 
tient Method; whoſe half Faſts indeed on Wednef- 
days and Fridays continued only till Three in the At 
ternoon. But their Lent Faſt was a ſtrict Abſtinence 
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from all Food till the Evening; and then only a mo- 
derate Supper for the Support of Nature, and not for 
pampering the Body. 

It was a general Cuſtom indeed to abſtain hom 
Fleſh .and Wine, and from Fiſh alſo; But yet the 


Rule was not fo univerſal ; but that when Men had 


faſted all the Day, they were allowed to refreſh them- 
ſelves with a moderate Supper of Fleſh, or any other 
Food without Diſtinction. (See Socrates, lib. v. ch. 22. 
Sozom. lib. i. cap. 11.) 

Beſides by only changing the Diet, from a Fleſh 
Dinner to Fiſh, and other Delicacies with Wine, &c. 
it deſtroys the very Deſign of Faſting, which is to 
curb the Luxury of the Fleſh, and by a Neglect of 
the Body, to expreſs the inward Humiliation of our 
Minds before God. 

To conclude ; let it be remembered, that Tem- 
perance and Sobriety are always to be obſerved; are 
Virtues in themſelves pleaſing to God : But Faſting 
is only valuable for the Sake of the End. | 

If any Man thinks that Faſting tends to his Im- 
provement in Religion, let him faſt in ſuch Manner 


as his own Diſcretion directs him, without condemn- 
ing thoſe that do not; nor value himſelf upon it, like 


the Phariſee in the Goſpel, who gloried in his Faſting 
twice a Week : But eſpecially let him not place any 
Coafidence in it, as if it was a Part of divine Wor- 
ſhip, or made any Satisfaction to God for our paſt 


Tranſgreſſions. 


Let not him that eateth deſpiſe him that eateth not; 
and let not him which eateth not, deſpiſe him that 


_ eateth : For the Kingdom of God is not Meat and 


Drink, but Righteouſneſs and Peace, and <a in the 
Holy Ghoſt. 


N. B. At the End of Morning Service the Mi- 


niſter ſhall declare what Holy-days or Faſting Days are 


in the Week following to be obſerved : And then alſo

(if Occaſion be) ſhall Notice be given, (viz. on the 
Sunday before) when he intends to adminiſter the 
Lord's Supper. Banns of Matrimony are to be pub- 
liſhed ; and Briefs, Citations, and Excommunications 
read.

in the Church during the Time of divine Service but 


by the Minifter, nor by them any thing but what is 
preſcribed in the Rules of this Book, or enjoyned by 
the King, or by the Ordinary of the Place. 


But no Prayer is 
to be made uſe of before the Sermon. After the Ser-

Our Saviour has not confined us to difficult and bur- p, 

thenſome Forms of Worſhip, as the Jews were under at

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the Law of Moſes. There are only two poſitive In- 


ſtitutions in the Chriſtian Religion, viz. Baptiſm, by 


- which we are at firſt admitted into the Church of Chriſt; 


and this Feaſt of the Lord's Supper, which we are 
commanded to partake of in Remembrance of him; 
for as often as we eat this Broad, and drink this Cup, 
we do ſhew the Lord's Death till he comes. 

Let none of you, therefore, I beſeech you, abſent 
yourſelves from this holy Communion ; for conſider 


how great a Crime it is to deſpiſe the Ordinance of the 


Lord? How foul an Ingratitude to refuſe to comme- 
morate the Death of him who died for us? If any 
Man ſay, I am a grievous Sinner, and therefore am 
afraid to come; why then do you not repent and - 
amend ? God's Mercy (as we are aſſured in the Goſpel) 
extends itſelf to all Men univerſally, who by Repen- 
tance and true Faith turn unto him : And if Sinners 
may apply to God in Prayer for the Pardon of their 
Sins thro' Chriſt 3 for the ſame Reaſon they may, and 
ought to partake of this Feaſt in Remembrance of the 
Death of Chrift ; otherwiſe they add Sin to Sin, 

As to that e e in the eleventh Chapter of the 
firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, which has diſturbed the 
Minds of many honeſt ſincere Chriſtians, and hindered 
them from coming to the Lord's Supper. The Words 


are, * Whoſoever ſhall eat this Bread, and drink this 


Cup of the Lord unworthily, ſhall be guilty of the 
Body and Blood of the Lord: But let a Man ex- 
amine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that Bread, 
and drink of that Cup; for he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh Damnation 
to himſelf, not diſcerning the Lord's Body.” It is evi- 
dent to any one that conſiders the whole Paſſage, that 
the eating and drinking unworthily is confined by St. 


Paul to the Frame of our Minds, and our Behaviour 


at the hae, - Time of our Performance of this Duty. | 
The 


0 
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The Corinthians, to whom he ſpeaks, were gullty of 
very great and criminal Indecencies at the very Time 
of Celebration, and did not diſcern the Lord's Body 3 
that is, they did not make a Difference between the 
Bread and Wine in the Lord's Supper in Remembrance 
of his Body and Blood offered for us; and a common 
Meal even intemperately taken; and eat and drank 
unworthily, that is, unſuitably to the Deſign of it, a 
ſerious and thankful Remembrance of the Death of 
Chriſt. 

No honeſt and ſincere Chriſtian therefore, becauſe 
his Conduct has been blameable in ſome Parts of 
Life, or finds himſelf not wholly free from Infirmities 
and Failings, ſhould ſuperſtitiouſly be afraid of com- 
ing to the Lord's Supper; for whoſoever partaketh of 
it with a ſerious and chriſtian Frame of Mind, with a 
Senſe of his own Obligations, as a Diſciple of Chriſt, 
with a thankful Remembrance of the Sacrifice and 
Death of Chriſt his Lord and Maſter ; certainly ſuch | 
a one cannot be ſaid to eat and drink unworthily. 

Nothing then can excuſe you from partaking of this 
holy . Feaſt; if you are qualified to offer up your 
Prayers and Praiſes to God, for the ſame Reafon and 
with the ſame ſincere and good Diſpoſitions, you may 
worthily partake of the Lord's Supper. 

How ftrangely inconſiſtent is it to ſee Men join in 
Prayer with the Church of Chriſt; and yet refuſe to 
come to the Communion or joint Partaking of the 
Bread and Wine in Remembrance of Chriſt? It mutt 
be either conſidered as putting a Slight upon what he 
has been pleaſed to inſtitute for our Benefit and In- 
ſtruction; or elſe if they think themſelves unworthy, 
it ſeems to ſhew a Diſreſpect to the Service of God, 
in thinking themſelves worthy to appear before him, 
and at the ſame Time unworthy to pay their Homage 
to Chriſt; thus giving greater Honour to the Son than 
the J Fehr.

Strictly ſpeaking, no Man can be ſaid to be worthy 
to approach God in Prayer: But he may nevertheleſs 
perform that religious Duty in a Manner, and with 
ſuch a Frame of Mind, that it ſhall be acceptable to 
God who requires it, notwithſtanding his Imperfections 
and Failings: And fo in the preſent Caſe, a Chriſtian 
may not be worthy ſtrictly ſpeaking to pay religious 


Honour to his Lord and Maſter in the Celebration of 


this Feaſt ; but every ſincere Chriſtian called upon to 
perform this Duty may perform it worthily, or with 
T houghts and Behaviour ſuitable to the End of it; 
that is, with a ſerious and thankful Remembrance of 
his Maſter-and Saviour. 


Theſe Things being earneſtly conſidered, none of 


you, I hope, will be guilty of wilfully abſtaining from 


the Lord's Table, and ſeparating from your Brethren

UR Saviour gave Commandment to his Diſ- 
ciples, that they ſhould go and teach all Na- 


tions, baptizing them to or unto the Name of the 


Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt. 
And this Rite he ordained to be a conſtant Form of 
Admiſſion into his holy Religion; that as under the 
Law of Moſes the Jews were admitted into their 
Religion, by receiving Circumciſion as a Sign and 
Seal of God's Covenant with them; fo Chriſtians alſo 
ſhould be dedicated to God by ſome outward viſible 
Sign; And this publick Dedication of them our Sa- 


viour has appointed to be by Baptiſm ; which is a 


Ceremony naturally denoting a Cleanſing from Pollu- 
tion; and was ufed by the Jews towards thoſe who 
were converted to their Religion. 

The Qualifications required in Scripture for Bap- 


tiſm, viz. Repentance from dead Works, and Faith

towards our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, are ſuch indeed as 


Children are not capable of. But then it muſt be 


conſidered that the Goſpel being preached only to 
Perſons at Years of Diſcretion, -it muſt in Courſe be 
delivered in Terms ſuitable to that State; which 

are not to be underſtood fo ſtrictly as to exclude 

fants ; for tho' they cannot repent, believe, and obey, 
yet they may nevertheleſs be capable of being ad-

them under the Obligations of it, and procure to 
them a Share in the Bleſſings that belonged to it.

Guardians; and if they are intitled to any thing that 
may be of Benefit to them, their Parents have a

N. B. If any Child ſhould die unbaptized, the 
Parents of it ought not to diſturb themſelves leſt it 
ſhould not be ſaved: For certainly Children who 
never actually ſinned, cannot be liable to the 
Wrath of God, nor excluded from the Happineſs 
of Heaven for the Want of what it was not in their 
Power to have. Our Saviour ſpeaks in general of 
Children that had not received Baptiſm, that of ſuch 
was the Kingdom of Heaven ; and though he ap- 
plies his Diſcourſe ſo as to mean that the Meckneſs 


and Inoffenſiveneſs of a little Child was neceſſary to 


fit Men for God's moral Kingdom here on Earth, as 
preparatory to that in Heaven; yet the Bleſſing pro- 


nounced upon Children in the literal Senſe, muſt firſt 


be underſtood. 

Our Saviour has been pleaſed to appoint, that Bap- 
tiſm ſhould be the Method of admitting Men into his 
Religion and the Benefits of it ; yet it cannot in the 
Reaſon of Things be ſuppoſed to be ſo abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary, but that Perſons may be faved without i, 
provided the Want of it is not owing to their own 
Neglect and Contempt of it. And we have ſeveral 


Examples of Martyrs for Chriſt who died unbap- 


tized, of whoſe Salvation there can be no Doubt. 
And indeed for Men to be fo very anxious, left their 


Children dying unbaptized ſhould not be ſaved, argues 


x ſtrange Superſtition ; as if they imagined that the 
. 
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Benefits of Baptiſm were neceſſarily and in Courfe 
connected with the outward Performance; which is 
the Nature of a Charm, not of a religious Action; 
and gives Occaſion to the Scoffers and Ridiculers to 
ſpeak diſreſpectfully of this holy Rite, which our Sa- 
viour deſigned for a general Method of Admiſſion inta 
his Church here upon Earth; not to be applied to 
dying Infants who have no Sins to waſh away; and 
of whom there can be no Hopes of their living to be 
properly Members of his Church militant here on 
Earth. 

And to ſpeak the plain Truth; to ſee dying Infants 
baptized, it looks ſo much like a Charm, that it 
would be better if none would baptize their Children 


privately : — But let every Man be ſatisfied in his 
Mind. |

8. * ” Herein does Religion coal ? 
1 A. In the Knowledge of the one only 


true God, the Maker and Governor of the World; 


and in our ſerving and obeying him, according to the 
Dictates of natural Truth and Reaſon, and that moſt 
gracious Revelation of his Will by his Son our Lord

Jeſus Chriſt | in the Goſpel, 


C0) 
2 What are the Grounds upon which you believe 
there is a God ? 
A. Every Thing that we obſerve in Nature is a 
Proof of this great Truth. The admirable Order, 
Beauty, and Harmony of the World ; the Growth 


of Plants, the Fitneſs of every Thing to its proper 


End, the Structure of the Body, the Sagacity of 
Animals, and the Faculties of the Soul of Man; all 
theſe, and whatever elfe we view in the Heavens, and 
upon the Earth, do evidently ſhew, that this World 
is the Work of an all- powerful and all-wiſe God. 

2. What further Proofs have you? 

A, *Tis agreeable to the natural Notions and 4 
prehenſions of all Markind; we have natural and 
hiſtorical Proofs: of the W orld's having a Beginning, 
and of it's being formed in Time ; which infers the 
Neceſſity of a ſuperior Being to create it: For it 

would be a Contradiction to ſuppoſe that any thing 
can be the Cauſe or neceſſary Reaſon of its own Ex- 
iſtence; that would be ſuppoſing Things to be and 
not to be at the ſame Time : It being as impoſſible in 
Nature, that the World cr any Part of it could give 


Being to itſelf ; as that a Houſe or Ship could build | 


themſelves, or be formed by Chance. 


©, But if nothing can give Being to itſelf; * 


then does God himſelf exiſt ? 

A. God exiſts neceſſarily of himſelf, independently 
of any other, from all Eternity and to all Eternity; 
by ſuch an internal Neceſſity in his Nature, as that 
he cannot but exiſt the very ſame at all Times without 
any Difference. For tho' we cannot comprehend 
the Effence of God, who is a purely ſpifitual and in- 
Viſible Being; yet thus far our Reaſon diſcovers to us; 
that ſince nothing can give Being to itſelf, but owes 
its Beginning to fone other; neither is there at.” na- 
tural Cauſe, but what was produced by a preceding 


Cauſe; therefore we mull. either ſuppoſe an endleſs 
Suc = 
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Succeſſion of Cauſes, or a circular Motion of them; 

both which are abſurd, and full of Contradictions: i 

Or elſe we muſt have Recourſe to ſome firſt and in- 

dependent Cauſe; which by the Excellency and Per- 

fection of its Nature exiſts neceſſarily of itſelf, and is 

the Cauſe of all others; and this Cauſe is God. 

. How do you prove there is but one God ? 

A. This follows from what has been ſaid, that God 

is a neceſſary ſelf- exiſtent Being; for if any more : 

Gods than one were ſuppoſed, then none of them 

could be ſaid to exiſt neceſſarily; nor could any Rea- 
ſon be given of defining the Number of them. 

But to reaſon more plainly from what we obſerve in 
the Worlc, it is ſufficiently evident from the univerſal 
Harmony of Nature, thro' all Parts of the Earth, 
and in the viſible Heavens, that all Things are under 
the Direction of one Power, of one God, ſupreme 
over all. 

©. What further Proofs have noo? 

A. What natural Reaſon thus teaches, is "a 
dantly confirmed to us by expreſs Declarations of the 
holy Scriptures. There we tearn that there is but one 
God, ſupreme, independent, unchangeable, ſpiritual, | 
whom no Man hath ſeen, or can ſee; that he is all- 
wiſe and powerful; is virtually preſent every where, 
and knows all Things. We have there alſo declared 
to us in the moſt amiable Colours, his moral Per- 
fections of Juſtice, Holineſs, Goodneſs, Mercy and. 
Truth. All which, tho' they may be underſtood, by 
reflecting upon the Nature of God, and the Depen- 
dance that one Perfection has upon another, and 
from what we obſerve in the World; yet it is with 
greater Clearneſs, and with greater Aſſurance of Au- 
thority, that the Scripture ſets forth unto us theſe 
adorable Characters. 

9, What Reaſon have you to believe in Chriſt and 


his Doctrine? 
A. 
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A. Chriſt ſhewed himſelf to be that Prophet and 


Saviour that was to come into the World, by fulfill 


ing the Prophecies concerning him, - contained in the 
Writings of God's peculiar People the Fews; which 


teſtified before-hand the Sufferings of Chriſt, and the 


Glory that ſhould follow. But the general and 
ſtrongeſt Proof is this; Chriſt our Saviour did by un- 
deniable Miracles prove himſelf to be ſent of God : 
From whence it follows, that whatever he taught was 
of Neceſſity to be believed. 

©. Where is this Doctrine contained! „ 

A. In the Books of the new Teſtament, whith 
were wrote by his Apoſtles; and they having proved 
their Commiſſion from him by Miracles es 
divine, the neceſſary Conſequence is, that whatever 
they preached or wrote, was likewiſe to be believed 
as the Preaching of him that ſent them. 

9. What is it you particularly believe of Chriſt? 

J. As it is expreſſed in the Creed of Conſtantinople, 
and which I believe for this Reaſon, becauſe it is 
agreeable to the Scripture Doctrine. 

9. What was the Intent of Chriſt coming into 
the World ? 

A. To be our infallible Prophet, Inſtructor, and 
Guide; to lead us to the Knowledge of the true God, 
and eternal Life, and to offer himſelf a Sacrifice for 


the Sins of the whole World: By Virtue of which 


Satisfaction we become Heirs of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, upon our Repentance from dead Works, 
and Faith towards God and our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

2 Could not God have forgiven us our Sins upon 
Repentance without the Sacrifice of Chriſt ? 

A, We muſt not preſume to ſay that he could not: 
And it is certainly more agreeable to Scripture and 
Reaſon to reſolve this whole Method of Man's Re- 
demption by Jeſus Chriſt, not into any abſolute Ne- 
celfity in the Nature of the Thing, but into the Wiſ- 
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dom and good Pleaſure of God, who choſe to vouchſafe 
his Mercy to us this way rather than any other. And at 
the ſame Time it was more conſiſtent with the Ex- 
erciſe of his Attributes in the Government of the 
World to require ſo great an Atonement for Sin; that 
he might thereby ſhew his Abhorrence of it; and fo 
without giving any Encouragement to Sin, might 
pardon per upon their Repentance, conſiſtently 
with the Honour and Dignity of his divine Laws. 

DS. But ſtill it may be inquired, why in that par- 
ticular Manner were we reconciled unto God through 
Chriſt by his Death, conſidered as a Sacrifice, Expia- 
tion and Atonement ſor Sins? 

A. Since God has been pleaſed to appoint this Me- 
thod of Man's Redemption, we ſhould not perhaps 
too curiouſly enquire : But further it may be ſaid, that 
as God was pleaſed, inſtead of puniſhing according 
to ſtrict Juſtice, to accept of a Sacrifice and Satis- 
faction for Sin; it ſeemed agreeable to the divine 
Wiſdom to inflict this Puniſhment for Sin in our 
Read, upon one cloathed in our very Nature, that 
Sin might be puniſhed in the Fleſh. This Reaſon 
St. Paul expreſly gives us, (Rom. viii. 3.) God ſend- 
ing his own Son in the Likeneſs of ſinful Fleſh, and 
for Sin condemned Sin in the Fleſh : Thus as by 
Man's Diſobedience, Death entered into the World; 
ſo by the Obedience and Sufferings of Man, are we 
Tedeemed from Death, and ntitied to a bleſſed Im- 


mortality. 7 
9. But why was the Death of Chriſt in particular 


required ? 
As. As Sin was to be piniſhed 3 in the Fleſh, who 
ſo proper to become a Sacrifice as the Perſon of our 
Saviour? who alone of all Men was perfectly inno- 
cent and free from Sin. For this (agreeably to what 
was required in the expiatory Sacrifices of the Jews) 


was neceſſary to render this Sacrifice for Sin available. 
| 1 8 
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| The Beaſts that were to be flain, - were to be without 
Spot or Blemiſh. Anſwerable to which the Apoſtle 
to the Hebrews ſpeaking of the Sacrifice of Chriſt, 
ſays, How much more thall the Blood of Chriſt, who 
thro' the eternal Spirit offered himſelf without Spot to 
God, purge your Conſcience fror dead Works to 
ſerve the living God ? 

2. But may not what is ſaid 10 the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt in Scripture be underſtood in a figurative Senſe, 
in Alluſion to the Sacrifices of the Jews? And ſo 
may mean no more than in general, that he died 
for us to give a Teſtimony, or to confirm and put a 
Seal to the Truth, of his Doctrine; viz. of God's 
granting Men Remiſſion of Sins upon the Terms of 
the Goſpel; (that is) of Repentance from dead 
Works, and Faith towards God and our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt. bi 
A. Beſides the manifeſt Violence that would here- 
by be offered to plain Expreſſions of Scripture, in *' 
which Chriſt is expreſly ſaid to die for us, as a Sacri- 
fice and a Sin-offering, to expiate, to redeem us by 
his Blood, and to be a Propitiation for us, Se. The 
Death of Chriſt ſeems unneceſſary for this Purpoſe, 
zs a Teſtimony to the Truth; becauſe his Doctrine 
was ſufficiently confirmed by Miracles evidently divine; 
and might have been made ſtill more evident in the 
ſame Way if it had been neceſſary; and therefore 
there was no RY nor any Reaſon on that Ac- 
count. 

And not only REES "0 but improper alſo: The 
Crucifixion of Chriſt was to the Jews a Stumbling- 
block, to the Greeks Fooliſhneſs : It ſeemed ſtrange 
to them, (who did not conſider the Death of Chriſt as 
a Sacrifice for Sin) that he who declared himſelf to 
be ſent into the World, to be the Saviour of the 
World, ſhould not ſave himſelf from being put to 
Death ; So far then was the Death of Chriſt from 
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being 2 proper Confirmation of his Doctrine to the 
World, and a Means to bring them to the Belief of 
it ; that on the contrary it was a Hindrance and a 
Reaſon to ſome why they rejected it; and therefore 
we cannot ſuppoſe that his Death would have been 
required, if it had not been neceſſary for other Rea- 
ſons; and indeed in no other View, than as a Sacri- 
fice for Sin, can the Death of Chriſt be rationally 
and conſiſtently accounted for, : 

What is it that you aſcribe to the divine Nature 

of Chriſt, in this great Work of Man's Redemption ? 
A. As Chriſt is God by Nature as well as Man, 
this makes him to be a fit and proper Mediator be- 
tween God and Man: The Union of his divine Na- 
ture to the Manhood adds an infinite Dignity and Au- 
thority to his Perſon, and Value to his Sufferings. 

2. What are you further taught in the Goſpel ? 
A. To believe in the holy Spirit of God; that he 
is a divine Perſon together with the Father and the 
Son; that he was the Inſpirer of the Prophets, and 
the Worker of all thoſe Miracles that we read of in 
Proof of the Chriſtian Doctrine: That he is the Sanc- 


tifſier of our Hearts, and a continual Aſſiſtant to us in 
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our endeavouring to lead a holy and godly Life, 

Q. But if you ſuppoſe the Son and Holy Ghoſt to 
be divine Perſons together with the Father ; how is 
that conſiſtent with that fundamental Principle of true 
Religion, that there is but one God ? 

A. It is evident from Reaſon, and confirmed hs 
Scripture, that there is but one God ; fo that when 
the ſame Scriptures repreſent the Son and Holy Ghoſt 
to us under the Character of divine Perſons ; Reaſon 
teaches us that this can only be by a Communication 
or Derivation from the divine Nature of God the Fa- 
ther, who is the Fountain and Root of the Divinity z 
and in thus believing, there is no Diminution of the 
Honour of the Father, nor Derogation from the Mo- 

| narchy 
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narchy of the Univerſez becauſe the Divinity of the 


Son and the Holy Ghoſt is not contradiſtinct to, but 
derivative from that of the Father. 
In what Manner are we to underſtand che Com- 


„ of the divine Nature to the Son and Hol by 


Ghoſt ? 

A. As the Nature and Eſſence of God are incom- 
prehenſible, ſo neither can we comprehend the Man- 
ner of its Communication to the Son and Holy Ghoſt; 
but ſince this Matter is revealed to us in Scripture, and 
there is nothing in it contrary to Reaſon, or that im- 
plies a Contradiction; we are bound to embrace the 
Doctrine in itſelf, tho the Manner how this ſnould 
be may for ever be an inſcrutable Myſtery to us. 

9." What Rites or Ceremonies belong to the Chri- 
ſtian Religion? 

A. Chriſt hath inſtituted only two, viz. Baptiſm 
and the Lord's Supper; by the one we are admitted 
into the Society of Chriſtians, are made the Children 
of God by Adoption, and Heirs of the Kingdom ef 
Heaven; by the other, we are confirmed and eſta- 
bliſhed in our chriſtian Courſe, by ſolemnly comme- 
morating the Death and Paſſion of our Saviour. 

9. What are the Qualifications requiſite for Bap- 
tiſm ? 

A. Repentance towards God, and Faith towards 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; Repentance from dead Works, 
and Faith towards God. A firm Belief in the Goſpel 
of Chriſt, and a ſincere Deſire of living in Obedience 
to the Laws of God. And thoſe who are baptized 
in their Infancy, are obliged when they come to 
Years of Diſcretion, to profeſs the Faith of Chriſt 
crucified, and to endeavour to form their Lives accor- 


ding to the Rules of the Goſpel; otherwiſe their Bap- 


tiſm is void and of none Effect. 
. How is it you profeſs in the Creed to babes in 
one e Baptiſm for the Remiſſion of Sins? 
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is 
A. It is very expreſly declared, that all Sins what- 
foever are remitted in Baptiſm. John baptized in the 
Wilderneſs, and preached the Baptiſm of Repentance 


| for the Remiſſion of Sins: St. Peter exhorted ev 
one to repent, and be baptized for the Remiſſion of 


Sins: Ananias ſaid to St. Paul, ariſe and be baptized 
and waſh away thy Sins, and call on the Name of 


the Lord; and the fame is cohfintzed by other Paſſages 


in iure. ; 
©. But why do you believe i in one Baptiſin ? 
A. Becauſe Baptiſm is only once to be adminiſtered; 
and there is neither Occaſion nor Command to repeat 


it: For by Virtue of our being once ingrafted into 


Chriſt's Church by Baptiſm ; we are admitted into 
the Condition of Repentance and evangelical Mercy, 
and to a State of Pardon of all our Sins. It gives us 
a continual Title to Pardon and Peace; that is, Re- 
miſſion of Sins is not only promiſed at firſt by Baptiſm ; 
dut afterwards alſo upon the Virtue of ſincere Repen- 
tance through Faith in the Merits of Chriſt's Death. 

©. How do you prove that Sins committed after 
Baptiſm are pardonable ? 

A. St. Paul ſpeaks of many who had committed 
very great Crimes, and complains of them ſeverely 
for that they had not repented. And many other Re- 
proofs and Exhortations to Repentance we may find 
given in Scripture to the Chriſtians of that Age, which 
would all be in vain, if there was no Remiſſion of Sins 


after Baptiſm. St. Fohn certainly ſpeaks to thoſe that 


were regenerate by Baptiſm, in his firſt Epiſtle : If we 
ſay we have no Sin, we deceive ourſelves, and the 
Truth is not in us; but if we confeſs our Sins, he is 
faithful and juſt to forgive us our Sins, and to cleanfe 
us from al! Unrighteouſneſs. And our Saviour himſelf 
in that moſt excellent. Prayer that he hath taught us, 


teaches us for ever to implore the Forgiveneſs of our 


Sins; t as we thro' the Frailty of our Nature are 
always 
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always prone to Sin, ſo we ſhould conſtantly exereiſ 


ourſelves in Acts of Repentance, and for ever ſeek the 
Favour of God. 


2, What is the End and Deſign of the Lord's 


Supper? 


A. Our Saviour's expreſs Comment! is to do this in 
Remembrance of him; to eat Bread and drink Wine 
in Remembrance of his Body being broke, and of his 
Blood being ſhed for us; to be a continual Remem- 
brance of the Sacrifice of the Death of Chriſt, and of 
the Benefit which we receive thereby. | 


L. How often are we to be Partakers of this reli- 
gious Feaſt ? 


A. That is no where expreſly appointed in Scrip- 


ture. In the Beginning of Chriſtianity it was very 
frequently, if not daily adminiftred : But that this In- 


ſtitution might be obſerved the more ſolemnly, it has 
been thought proper and ſufficient, that only ſome par- 
ticular Times fhould be ſet apart for this Purpoſe. 
Whoever therefore is a conſtant Obſerver of thoſe cu- 
ſtomary and appointed Times, he may be ſaid to Have 
done his Duty i in this Point, 

2. What is required of thoſe who come to the 
Lord's Supper ? 

A. The Purity and Sincerity of the Heart! is re- 
quired in every religious Action. And the ſame good 
Diſpoſitions that qaalify him to offer up his Prayers and 
Praiſes to God, do alſo qualify him to partake of the 
Lord's Supper; in which we are particularly to com- 
memorate, with all humble Acknowledgments, the 


exceeding great Love of our Saviour in dying for us; 


and the great Mercy of God in accepting that Sacri- 
fice and Atonement, ES

N. B. The Miniſter of every Pariſh, a Fertnight be-

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A Diſcourſe upon Confirmation. 


HE Practice of Confirmation after Baptiſm, 
ſeems to be begun in Imitation of the Apoſtles, 
who, as we read in the eighth Chapter of the Acts of 
the Apoſtles, when they heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the Word of God, they ſent unto them Peter 
and John, who, when they were come, prayed for 
them, that they might receive the Holy Ghoſt ; then - 
laid their Hands on them, and they received the Holy 
Ghoſt, But this was plainly a particular miraculous 


Action of conferring the extraordinary Gift of the 


Holy Ghoſt for the Conviction of Unbelievers ; and 
cannot with any good Reaſon be thought an Inſtitu- 
tion of what we call Confirmation. 

It is not at all probable that all who were baptined 
in Samaria, received the Holy Ghoſt by the Impoſi- 
tion of Hands; if ſo, Simon Magus, amongſt the reſt, 
was confirmed and received the Holy Ghoſt: Beſides, 
it was never ſo in any Church, no, not at Jeruſalem; 
there being only ſome amongſt them who 1 Were Jul of 
tne Holy Ghoſt, Ads vi. 3: 

And 
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And therefore it is highly reaſonable to frank 
that the Apoſtles only laid their Hands upon ſuch as 
were deſigned for the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, for the 
Propagating of which it was neceſſary they ſhould be 
endued with the miraculous Gifts of the Spirit. 

However, we find that Confirmation, immediately 
after Baptiſm, was the Practice of the Church in the 
Time of Tertullian, who lived in the latter End of 
the ſecond Century ; and that it was uſed towards In- 
fants, as well as to grown Perſons. 

How long before this it had been the Practice, can- 
not be ſaid; but it may be proved from plain Teſti- 
monies, that it continued till the ninth Century. 

Afterwards that Practice was prudently changed, as 
well as the Cuſtom of giving the Lord's Supper to 
Infants. And at our Reformation likewiſe, it was 
ordained, that ſuch Perſons as have been baptized in 


their Infancies ſhould, when they are grown to Years 


of Diſcretion, publickly take it upon themſelves, by 
profeſſing to believe and obey the Gofpel of Chrift, 
and receiving the Ceremony of Confirmation, by the 
Impoſition of the Hands of the Biſhop. 

The Biſhop, conſidered as a Succeſſor of the 
Apoſtles, was anciently the Miniſter of this Office ; 
but yet it was generally not ſo confined to him, but 
that he could delegate a Power to Presbyters, to act in 
his Abſence, or in Caſes of Neceſſity. And our Con- 
finement of it, at the Reformation, to Biſhops only, 
has been found not to anſwer thoroughly the good End 
deſigned. 
Biſhops io viſit only once in three Years z and that 
only at the principal Towns in the Dioceſe; and as 
this triennial Viſitation has very often by ſome Acci- 
dent not been performed at all; by this Means it has hap- 
pened, that a great Part of the ſeveral Dioceſes never 
received Confirmation at all : And when the Biſhop 


did m, the aſſembling upon the Occaſion from 
all 


For it has been the Cuſtom of our 
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al! the Towns round about was in ſo tumultuous and 
diſorderly a Manner, as to have but little Appearance 
of a ſolemn religious Action. 

Another Fault in the old Method of Confirmation 
was; that no Year of their Age being fixed for it, and 
it veing ordered at the End of the Office of Baptiſm, 
that Children ſhould be brought to the Biſhop to be 
confirmed by him, ſo ſoon as they could ſay the Creed, 
the Lord's Prayer, and the ten Commandments in the 
vulgar Tongue, and be further inſtructed in the Church 
Catechiſm z; the Generality of thoſe that came to be 
confirmed, were ſuch as did not exceed the Age of 
fourteen 5 at which Years we cannot in Reaſon ſup- 
poſe them to have any true Knowledge and Under- 
ſtanding of the Chriſtian Religion. 

For theſe Reaſons it has been thought proper to ap- 
point, that none ſhall be confirmed till they have paſſed 
the eighteenth Year of their Age, as being then ſup- 
poſed to be at Years of Diſcretion ;- and that the Mi- 
niſters of the reſpective Pariſhes ſhall once a Year call 
together ſuch young People as are under their Care, and 
after inſtructing them in the Church Catechiſm ſet. 
forth for that Purpoſe, ſhall receive them into the 
Church by Confirmation. 

This will certainly be a more edifying Method; and 
as to the Objection that it formerly belonged to Biſhops - 
only; the Anſwer is, that Confirmation itſelf being 
founded upon no Authority of Scripture, it is lawful 
to change the Method of it, as well as other human 


Inſtitutions; and we find that the Method was actu- 


ally changed long before the Reformation; and as it 
was then continued, as being thought a prudent Pro- 
viſion for the eſtabliſhing young People in the Chriſtian 
Religion; ſo for the ſame Reaſon it may be farther 
changed, if it be for the Edification of the Church 
as this Method will certainly be; becauſe then none 
can want this Confirmation, unleſs they wilfully reject 

the 
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the Profeſſion of the Goſpel of Chriſt ; beſides it will 
be more decently and regularly performed in the Pre- 
. ſence of the Congregation to which they belong. And 
indeed the Reaſon of the Thing ſeems plainly enough 
to point out to us, that the ſame Perſons who are au- 
thorized to baptize the Children of the Pariſh belong- 
ing to them, are the proper Miniſters to receive them 
publickly into the Church by Confirmation, when 
grown to Years of Diſcretion. | 
N. B. Every Rector or Vicar of a Pariſh ought 10 
perform this Office in his own Pariſh, if there be no 
reaſonable Hindrance ; if there be, he may then delegate 
a, Power to his Curate, if a Prieſt ; if not, to ſome 
neighbouring Prieſt.

regenerate, to be new born, a new Man, and a new 
Creature; he thereby receives the Adoption .of Sons, 
whereby we cry Abba, Father; 3 and if a Son, then is 
an Heir of God thro?
